Britain’s third crisis is like the 
two previous ones. They became 
wolves at the Labor government’s 
door. Joined by the third and 
present one, these wolves served 
to give the Tories their narrow 
Victory. 

In 1947 the British were oc- 
cupied as were we—with too- 
quick reduction of their military 
forces, and converting plants to 
peacetime production. But, in- 
stead of a surplus of coal and an 
adequacy of electric power, the 
British people went through one 
of the worst winters in their his- 
tory, ancient or modern. There 
was much actual suffering. The 
Marshall Plan pulled them out, 
and in the next year Britain's 
economy improved rapidly and 
continued in 1949. This was the 
period in which there was con- 
siderable grumbling from myopic 
members of our own industry 
@gainst continuing any assistance. 

But this was precisely the pe- 
riod in which Britain made her 
gravest error. This was to. in 
augurate completely her health 
service, which was easily 
newest expensive item of the 
cialist program. There 
pansion, too, in housing 
dt istries, well 
‘vices.’ It was the happiest 
postwar time. too. There was 
full employment and more things 
to buy. So enthusiastic was she 
that Britain bought and consumed 
‘more than she produced. The 
pound then had to be devalued. 

This was helpful, making ex- 
ports cheaper, and progress was 
made until Britain ran into the 
Korean war along with the rest 
of us. Attlee had more sense than 
Bevan. Or at t he saw the 
problem more clearly.

He proposed severe anti-infla- 
tionary moves. Bevan blocked 
them. Britain moved then into 
the third, and present, worsening 
crisis. 

Korea meant rearmament and 
Britain had to begin to buy— 
with dollars and gold—the neces- 
fary raw materials. Prices of 
these went higher and_ higher. 
Thus, by spring of this year, it 
began to be seen that if Britain 
were to go ahead with rearma- 
ment, all her welfare measures, 
her exports, domestic goods and 
foods would have to be severely 
reduced. 

Bevan led the party revolt. He, 
with dismaying shortsightedness, 
blamed it all on the rearmament 
program and insisted it be re- 
duced. In the summer he went 
off to visit with Tito in Yugo- 
slavia. He came back more an 
admirer of this rebel against Mos- 
cow and less an admirer of the 
Kremlin. But he was as much of 
an anti-United States man as 
ever.

Fuel Barge Explosion Sets Lake Ship ® 
Ablaze Mier Collision at Buffalo 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 29—(.P) 
A fuel barge rammed the 4,000- 
tom Great Lakes steamer Penob- 
scot in the darkness of Buffalo 
harbor Monday night and explod- 
ed, setting both vessels ablaze 
from stem to stern, 

Three men including the cap- 
tain of the Penobscot were known 
dead, and seven others were miss- 
ing in the holocaust which swept 
the two vessels and a tug that 
had been towing the barge. 

The Penobscot carried a crew 
of 23 and is owned by the Nich- 
olson Line of Detroit. The barge, 
Norania, is out of Toledo, Ohio. 

The bodies of Capt. Louis Gyette 
91, of Port Huron, skipper of the 
Penobscot, and wheelsman Roy 
Richards, 56, also of Port Huron. 
were recovered from the charred 
pilothouse of the Penobscot afte 
er the fire was extinguished. The 


\third casualty was a barge crewe 


man identified only as “Stroland.” 

Seven crewmen aboard the tug, 
Dauntless, were reported missing. 

Thirteen crewmen were  in- 
jured. Suffering from shock, ex- 
posure, cuts and burns, they were 
treated first at an emergency sta- 
tion set up at the local 
Guard and later at Buffalo hospi-' 
tals. Only one was reported in se- 
rious condition. 

Coast guardsmen said the barge 
shot out of the inky blackness of 
Buffalo harbor inside the break- 
wall and sliced into the empty, 
96-vear-old Penobscot just as she 
was clearing en route to Detroit 
and Duluth to load automobiles. 

As the two ships tried to pull 
apart, a spark set off an explosion 
aboard the Morania which show- 
ered both vessels and the tug. 

Only quick action by an uni- 
dentified tug which had just cut 
free from the Penobscot and the

The average needy aged Geor- 
fian received a $7 increase in as- 
sistance during October, but the 
number of aged Georgians on the 
welfare rolls continued to plunge 
downward. 

State Welfare Director Alan 
Kemper Monday announced a de- 
crease of 462 persons from the old 
age assistance rolls during the past 
Now resting at 95,734, 
the aged rolls have decreased a to- 
tal of 5,950 since June. 

The decrease was caused by the 
new state law making financially 
able children contribute to the 
needy parents 


‘Kemper said. 


The average aged person re- 
ceived $31.13 in October as com- 
pared with $24.34 in September. 

Total aid for the aged, blind and 
the dependent children increased 
$734,481.50 in October, the director 
reported.

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McCarthyism in the Classrooms 


Will the people of the United States, in- 
troduced to the technique of the big lie on a 
national level in McCarthyism, allow it to 
invade the schools, there to destroy freedom 
of thought, information, and expression? 

This sort of thing is being attempted and 
has had more local success than it is comfort- 
able to think about. 

Miss Ira Jarrell, superintendent of Atlanta 
schools, has shown courage and intelligence in 
announcing that the. book, “American Gov- 
ernment,” by Frank Abbott Magruder, may 
be returned to Atlanta classrooms as the best 
textbook available in its field. She has rightly 
recognized that those opposing the book in all 
sincerity may have fallen victim to propa- 
ganda which is itself subversive. | 

The book, a standard text throughout the 
nation for the past quarter century, has been 


banned by the Textbook Commission of Geor- 


gia on the ground that it contains possible 
subversive material. Texas took similar ac- 
tion. Groups in other states have begun 
pressure to discredit it. 

Arthur D. Morse, in an article in McCall’s 
magazine, has traced the attacks on this book 
to a quarterly publication called Eduéational 
Reviewer, edited by Lucile Cardin Crain and 
financed by a lobbying organization in Wash- 
ington. Its sole function is to try to find so- 
called subversive material in textbooks. 

Dr. Magruder’s book was selected for re- 
view, the publication assigning a woman 
named Edna Lonigan to do the job. She cited 
Magruder’s book as “subversive” by using 
half truths and deletions from the text, which 
can best be illustrated by quoting them: 

According to the Reviewer, Magruder 
said: “Italy and Germany were dictatorships 
but not the Soviet Union. . . . The United 
States and the Soviet Union are equals fight- 
ing for world leadership. ... By democracy 
we mean that form of government in which 
the sovereign power is in the hands of the 
people collectively.” 

The actual text of Magruder’s book reads: 

“Russia is leader of the dictatorial na- 
tions, most of which are communistic. ... The 
United States and the Soviet Union, the most 
powerful of the Allies in the Second World 
War, now find themselves as the two only 
powerful contenders for world leadership... . 
By democracy we mean that form of govern- 
ment in which the sovereign power is in the 
hands of the people collectively and is ex- 
pressed by them either directly or indirectly 
through elected representatives.” 

Unfortunately, this misleading review was 
read by many people, some of them unsus-

Appointment of an ex-newspaperman, 
James F. King, to head the government’s 
security forces and thus decide what infor- 
mation should be given to the press and pub- 
lic is a wise decision.

A newspaperman will command re- 
spect from the press, making it possible also 
to make essential nonsecurity information 
available. 

Censorship at best is not easy to -accept 
in a country like ours. When it is adopted 
for the best interests of the nation, however, 
we believe that the press and public alike 
would prefer that it be in the hands of the 
people who know the information field.

In North Carolina it is now illegal to sell 
produce or other commodities from tempo- 
rary stands or vehicles on the right-of-way 
of any state road. 

It seems to us that Georgia and all other 
states could well adopt similar regulations. 

In the first place, such roadside sales do 
not conform to government regulations which 
require cleared rights-of-way in order for 
the state to get Federal-aid funds for high- 
ways.

Even while the parson intoned the 
Scriptures from the pulpit, a sentry stood 
guard at the door of the rude log chapel. 

The National Security Training Commis- 
sion had that practical picture in mind in 
formulating the master plan for compulsory 
military training. “The return to frontier 
conditions demands a frontier response,” the 
commission said in forwarding the plan to 
Congress with a “must” label attached. 

The proposal calls for National Security 
Training, compulsory military service for six 
months, as a long-term policy of national 
security. 

The drafters of the plan—three civilians 
and two military men—want no frills and

The council has figured 
in attacks on the schools in Pasadena, Calif., 
and Englewood, N. J., where innocent citizens 
and school administrators were smeared and 
public confidence in school administration 
was shaken to its foundations. 

Zoll is unmasked as the founder and for- 
mer national commander of an organization 
called American Patriots, Inc., which appears 
in the attorney general’s list as a Fascist or- 
ganization. He is revealed as an associate of 
such race baiters and hatemongers as Father 
Coughlin, Gerald L. K. Smith, Elizabeth 
Dilling, and other subversive characters. He 
has worked for such anti-Semites as Merwin 
K. Hart and Joseph P. Kamp. 

There are others. These are the people 
who are introducing the technique of the big 
lie into our schools. They would not be dan- 
gerous if it were not for the fact they have 
been able to influence well-meaning, misin- 
formed and unsuspecting citizens in commu- 
nities all over the country. ‘“‘These citizens,” 
the McCall article points out, “are frequently 
prompted to join a local, innocent-sounding 
school group because its main interest seems 
to be controlling school taxes or carrying out 
some other aim that appeals to the pocket- 
book or the emotions.” 

The situation is explosive and dangerous. 
Let’s join in unmasking these frauds to the 
end that the technique of the big lie is not 
permitted to destroy our great system of free 
public education in Georgia and the nation.

Hess, were hardly expecting company when we Roe 
called at high noon. Fact is they were getting — 
ready to retire for the winter.

Heretofore most of the speculation about the President has been 
confined to two points: Whether or not he intends to run again, and, 
if not, who he is likely to put forward as-his successor. It has 
been generally assumed that in the event he decided against a third 
term he would seek to throw the nomination to some one of his 
choice. 

The third possibility opens up the most interesting field of all. 
It would mean a wide-open scramble for the Democratic nominae 
tion, devoid of the usual pre-convention skirmishing among come 
peting candidates. For the most part, delegates would go to the 
national convention free of any commitments and with an open 
mind. It is doubtful that any similar national convention has been 
held in the history of our two-party system.

No Dictation convinced from the start that.he has never had 
any intention of running for a third term, profess to believe that he 
now has such a plan in mind. They say it would be in keeping 
with his modest nature not to try to dictate to the party what its 
course of action should be. 

Moreover, it is pointed out, a move of the kind would enable 
the President to leave office on a high plane of party good will. He 
would not be trying to force his choice on the party. If he chose 
the opposite course, regardless of whom he endorsed, he would be 
sure to create a certain amount of ill will. 

By holding off his announcement until late next spring or early 
summer, as many believe he plans to do, Mr. Truman would be 
pretty much in a position to name the next nominee of his party, if 
he desired. So long as any question remains about his candidacy 
the tendency of most state Democratic organizations will be to send 
pro-Truman delegates to the convention. In that way he would be 
in control of the situation. 

It all might very well work out this way. Mr. Truman ig 
playing his hand very cagily.

Dodd figures the Jackets were 
in near-perfect shape for the open- 
er with SMU, but, allowing for the 
fact that Tech - is improved since 
then, vou have to rate them at the 
top physcially. 

Even Trainer Buck Andel con- 
cedes Tech will not go hurting for 
alling. 

“It is just as well, too,” he gri- 
maced, “because this Duke bunch 
always gives us a rough time. We 
generally lose one or two good 
men against them every vear.” 

Line Coach Ray Graves mur- 
mured his assent that the Jack- 
ets are phssically tops. 

Where does all this leave Dar- 
rell Crawford and his jammed 
finger? 

Well, Dazzlin’ Darrell pertormed 
so nobly against Vanderbilt last 
week when he was not expected to 

play at all, Tech coaches reckon 
he is always ready. 

Crawford, however, will confine 
himself to light conditioning work- 
outs for the next two weeks or so. 
No chances of aggravating the in- 
jury are being taken. 

In the Vandy clash, Crawford 
struck six times in 10 attempts 
on passes, hiking his record to 
49 completions in 81 throws to 
hold his astronomical percent- 
age at 60.5.

Yes, it certainly seems to be finally about time that the leaders of the three 

unions stop their delaying tactics—their quibbling. But the leaders of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 

Enginemen, and the Order of Railway Conductors continue to refuse. They 

continue a course of dillying and dallying. It is definitely time to 


On June 15, 1950, an Emergency Board appointed by 
the President under the terms of the Railway Labor 
Act—an Act largely fathered by the unions them- 
selves—made its recommendations on certain wage 
and working conditions (‘‘rules’’ in railroad language) 
which had been in dispute between employes and 
the railroads. 


More Than 90% of Employes Aecept 


Since then, terms equal to or better than the Board 
recommendations have been accepted by about 
1,200,000 railroad employes—more than 90% of the 
total of all workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad unions. 


Less Than 10% Refuse 


But three unions—with about 130,000 men, or less 
than 10°, of the total—have refused to accept, even 


after months of negotiations. ‘These three unions are 


the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, and 
the Order of Railway Conductors. These are three of 
the so-called “‘operating”’ unions. Already the highest 
paid men in the industry, their leaders demand still 
further advantages over other workers. 

In all, there are about 270,000 operating employes. 
But not all of them, by any means, are represented by 
BLE, BLF&E, or ORC. As a matter of fact, less than 
half—132,000 to be exact—are in these three unions. 
More than half—about 140,000—are in other unions, 
principally the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard to under- 
stand is that these 140,000 operating employes are 
working under wages and rules which the leaders of 
the other 130,000 say they cannot agree fo. 


What Do the Railroads Offer? 


They offer these three unions the same settlement 
which was contained in a Memorandum of Agreement 
signed at the White House on December 21, 1950, by 
four brotherhoods and the railroads. Later these 
brotherhoods sought to repudiate this agreement. But 
on May 25, 1951, the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men signed a complete agreement carrying out the 
principles of the Memorandum Agreement of Decem- 


ber 21. They have been working under this agreement 
since May 25. 


What About Wages? 


Under the terms of the agreement, yard engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now be receiving a wage 
increase of 34 cents an hour ($2.72 a day) and road 
engineers, firemen and conductors would now be re- 
celving an increase of 19'4 cents an hour ($1.56 per 
day). Large sums of retroactive pay have already ac- 
crued and if the agreement is carried out, will be 
paid promptly. 


What About “Cost of Living” Increases? 


The White House Agreement includes an “escalator” 
clause under which wages will be geared to changes in 
the Government’s cost-of-living index. Two such in- 
creases—April and July, 195l1—have already been 
paid to the 90°, of railroad employes covered by 
signed agreements. 


What About the 40-Hour Week? 


The White House Agreement calls for the establish- 
ment of the 40-hour week in principle for employes in 
yard service. The employes can have it any time 
after January 1, 1952, provided the manpower situa- 
tion is such that the railroads can get enough men to 
perform the work with reasonable regularity at straight 
time rates. If the parties do not agree on the question 
of availability of manpower, the White House Agree- 
ment provides arbitration by a referee appointed by 
the President. 


What Else Do the Union Leaders Demand? 
The continued quibbling of the leaders of the three

unions has to do principally with rules changes, which 
have already been agreed to by the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. Of these, the principal one seems 
to be that having to do with so-called “‘interdivisional 
service’’—runs which take in two or more seniority 
districts. 

The union leaders would bar progress and efficiency 
in the industry, and better service to the public, by 
maintaining a situation where they can arbitrarily 
stop a railroad from establishing such interdivisional 
runs. The carriers propose that if a railroad wishes to 
set up an interdivisional run, the railroad and the 
unions should try to agree on such run and the con- 
ditions which should surround its establishment, and 
if the railroad and the unions can’t agree, the matter 
will be submitted to arbitration. 

But the three union leaders still refuse. 


Rules Can Be Arbitrated 


The railroads have not only offered these three unions 
the same rules agreed to by the BRT and covered by 
the White House Agreement, but have even agreed 
to su. mit such rules to arbitration. 


The Industry Pattern Is Fixed 


With the pattern so firmly established in the railroad 
industry, it seems fair to uggest that the leaders of 
BLE, BLF&E, and ORC stop their quibbling and 
take action to make the railroad labor picture 100° 
complete. Certainly today’s economic and interna- 
tional situation calls for a united front. And certainly 
no good reason has been advanced why these three 
unions should be preferred over all other railroad 
employes.

Plan Headed to Congress Would Call 
60,000 Teen-Agers to UMT Service

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29—Mem-| 
bers.of the National Security 
Training Commission Monday ex- 
pressed hope that Congress, the 
President and the Department of 
Defense would combine to get a 
limited universal military training 
program going by mid-Summer of 
next year. 

The Commission has submitted 
to Congress for its mandatory 
action early in the session open- 
ing Jan. 8 an outline of how 
a national security training corps 
could be created and operated. The 
plan called for as many as 800,- 


000 18-year-olds to undergo six-— 


months continuous training when 
the program is in full effect. 


Meeting with reporters Monday 
three members of the five-man 
Commission were optimistic over 
the legislative prospects of the 
program which, if it becomes law, 
could be putin operation by the 
President. The three members 
were Dr. Karl T. Compton, chair- 
man of the board of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
Corporation: Adm. Thomas C. Kin- 
kaid, retired, and Lt. Gen. Ray- 
mond S. McLain, comptroiler of 
the Army. The chairman of the 
Commission, former New York 
Rep, James W. Wadsworth is re- 
cuperating from an illness. 
fifth member, former Undersec- 
retary of State William L. Clay- 
ton, was not present at the press 
conference. 

The Commission, in recommend- 
ing a starting training corps of 
60,000, said: First, the Commis- 
sion understands that is the most 
young men it could hope to divert 
from the draft while the force 
build-up continues in all three 
services and, second, there would 
be trainers and physical facili- 
ties enough at first to handle only 
a relatively small group. Later, 
however, according to Dr. Comp- 
ton, the trainers could be spread 
out to other camps and the pro- 
gram could expand rapidly, reach- 
ing the full 800,000 goal within 
about.three years. 


The Commission members con- 
ceded that a knotty problem’ 
would remain to be worked out 
by Selective Service—which the 
Commission would designate the 
procuring agency for manpower 
for the corps—in deciding which 
18-year-olds would be tapped for 
six months universal military 
training and which would be 
called for two-vears full service 
under the draft. At present Se- 
lective Service is authorized to 
take men at 18!2 whereas the 
UMT program would start men to 
camps soon after their eighteenth 
birthdays. on 

Sen. Lyndon ®, Johnson (Dem., 
Tex.), a mMembeN_of the Senate 
Armed Services Comyittee, said: 
Monday he would urge \that uni- 
versal military training !be made 
the first order:of business when 
Congress returns in January.

help is indicated. If an invalid 
‘is in her home, she must serve 
as a trained nurse. For spiritual 
instruction of the children she 
must be something of a minister. 


If the household boasts any pets, 
she has to be an amateur vet- 
erinarian, There was no way to 
figure her deserved pay for 
these jobs. 

Most important two jobs she 
accomplishes surely could never 
be reduced to the dollar-value. 
First, she must be a successful 
wife, with all the mental, emo- 
and physical duties the 
word implies. Second, she must 
use some time and effort in de- 
veloping herself as an individ- 
ual, allowing for her own growth 
and personality improvement.

Wealthy Girl Discovers 
Making Friends Difficult 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am a girl, 16, with a problem 
of making friends. Three years ago my parents and I moved from 
a great city to this small town—a big change. I had to readjust to 
a busy schedule as my parents were starting a small business as 
well as making a new home. 

There are a few social crowds of young people here, one of 
which I would like to join, but I have never encountered such 
closed groups. Until this experience I had supposed that friends 
came naturally. As I may go away to college soon, should I continue 
trying to win friends? 

College means a fresh start to achieve what I want—friends. 
My parents would prefer that I work in the family business instead 
of going to college. But I’d like to avoid that; I fear my parents 
somewhat as they are a bit strict. My upbringing consisted of many 
thrashings. Still I’d hate to disappoint them, as I do love them. 

I think it’s natural to like people, and to want to belong to a 
group that wants you; and college life offers more varieties of 
people than can be found in a small community. We are wealthy 
by small town standards and I think that has caused some jealousy. 
Also my character has some defects: for example, I am not very 
aggressive and I have a tendency to be reserved. 

I am afraid that I may fall into the same predicament at col- 
lege, although I feel a bit optimistic. The first weeks form the 
pattern for the rest. If I decide to go—and that’s my first problem 
—I think the second problem, of making friends, revolves around 
the first few weeks. How can I solve it? My experiences in this 
neighborhood have confused me.—A. 8. 


DEAR A. S.: Your letter reminds of two sayings: 1. He who 
would have friends must show himself friendly. 2. “To him that 
hath, more shall be given—.” In the average small town, people 
tend to be standoffish to newcomers, unless the latter bring special 
introductions that immediately give them a favorable status as 
church members, or club or lodge members, or other similar entree 
into the routine social activity of the community. 

Furthermore, small town folk in moderate or lean financial 
circumstances are apt to display inverse snobbery towards affluent 
newcomers. They are likely to feel impressed by evidences of 
ample substance; and yet they lean over backwards trying not to 
show it. 

In the beginning, your social handicaps may have been of this 
type in the new community. But a pattern of rejection would not 
have persisted if you’d had the pluck and sincere good will to go 
after friendship without misgivings. Your habitual reserve and 
passivity stand in the way of your heart’s desire; but essentially 
the damage was done by your brutal (if well-meant) rearing. 

When a father habitually thrashes a child, especially a daugh- 
ter, he is doing incalculable harm to her personality, branding her 
with a sense of shame and degradation that may cause endless 


difficulties in her social relations. 


Get away to college, by all means; and select a school that 
a a guidance or counselling service to students. If they are 
railable. such services are listed in the school catalogue; and 
nee better not consider colleges that don’t have them. In a dif- 
ferent environment from home, with psychological help. at your 
disposal, you’d soon outgrow the effects of past mistreatment.—M. H.

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Gadget Aids 
For Sightless 
Cooks Here 


By JEAN ROONEY 

Blind homemakers can match 
their cooking skill against 20- 
20 seers these days. 

A dozen kitchen devices have 
been invented especially for use 
by the blind or partially sighted. 

Three gadgets help to slice 
meat, vegetables and cake with- 
out seeing. One slicer cuts vege- 
tables into uniform slices, from 
wafer thin to *s-inch thick, by 
means of a blade, tray and slid- 
ing shelf, and operates by touch. 

A special cake-cutter slices to 
desired thickness and lifts slice 
without dropping. A wire guide 
attached to a stainless steel 
carving knife helps a sightless 
person cut meat evenly. 

Even flapjack flipping can be 
managed without watching by 
an automatic pancake turner. 
Squeeze the handle and the 
blade flips the food over and 
redeposits,it in the same place. 

Two other gadgets help a 
poorly seeing cook measure in- 
gredients accurately. A_ glass 
medicine dropper with a newly 
designed rubber bulb releases 
exactly one drop of liquid at a 
time. A four-in-one measuring 
spoon measures dry or liquid 
ingredients. without spilling. The 
spoon sits level so liquid can be 
poured into it by touch. 

Two cooking utensils have 
been designed with blind cooks 
in mind. A “‘Locklid Saucepan” 
has a cover that locks in place 
and may be set for cooking or 
draining off liquids. A special 
pressure cooKer tells the blind 
person when the food is done by 
means of a bouncing weight and 
a safety fuse. It comes in seve 
eral sizes.
